Vandalism Costs 


State Big Sum in 


Road Sign Loss 


Destruction of highway signs 
by vandals has cost Southland 
taxpayers more than 250.000 in 
the past decade, according to a 
report released today by the 
posting department of the Auto­ 
mobile Club of Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
Most of the vandalism is done 
by motorists shooting at signs 
from their automobiles. This de­ 
structive “sport" has been most 
prevalent in rural areas adja­ 
cent to large population centers, 
such as Antelope Valley in Los 
Angeles County and Mission 
Valley near San Diego. 
Last year it cost nearly $17,000 
to replace signs mutilated by 
gunfire along Southland high­ 
ways. Cost to replace each 
enamel-covered steei road m ar­ 
ker runs more than $6.50. Under 
ordinary conditions these signs 
will last 30 years. 
Destruction of signs by van­ 
dals has been reduced in some 
areas in southern California 
through strict enforcement of 
laws regarding firearms carried 
in automobiles. 
The Auto Club offers a reward 
of $25 to anyone who brings 
about the arrest and conviction 
of persons destroying highway 
signs.

er Modification company, which 
is 
headquartered 
in 
Redlands 
this year 
after 
two years at 
Beaumont. 
Battle, in a recent report, said 
operation costs of his company 
arc small 
w hen compared 
to 
w hat th e ,e x tr a rainfall 
w ater 
would 
cost 
obtained 
com m er­ 
cially. 
During two storms Ibis year— 
February 22-24 and February 28- 
March 2—the tri-county area re­ 
ceived 16.4 per cent more rain 
than it would have had w ithout 
cloud seeding. Bailie said. 
“A meteorological breakdown 
of the two storm s indicates that 
the results of seeding are quite 
economically 
beneficial 
when 
given the correct and complete 
w eather 
factors on which 
to 
work." Battle said. 
He said cloud seeding in dry 
years is w oith even more b e­ 
cause rain is even more critical­ 
ly needed. In wet years, he said, 
more water is provided for s u r­ 
face reservoirs and underground 
basins.
